INTaODUCIION. 

Thb physical features of the provioce ere varied. The southern, western and 
north-western portions of the country are interaected by a network of hills and 
forests subject to heavy rainfall, Tlio north-eastern and most of the eastern 
portions are very different and resemble the adjoining Mysore tracts. Tlie drain¬ 
age of the country is all to the east ejcoept on the Western Ghata where it flows 
W'cat. 

2. There has been no change in the area of the provincOj but there has been 
a readjnsttnent in the boundaries of the four taluks of Naujatajpatna, Mercara, 
Padiunlknad and Yedecalknad. 

S. Ever since 1S91, the census operations of this province have been entrusted 
to the general supervision of the Census Superintendent of Madras. For the 
first time since ld9l, the work of writing this report, which used to be done by the 
^ludras Superiu ten dent, was eotrusted to a local officer^ although tlie work of 
tabulutlug the statistics was done in one of the Madras abstraction offices. 
This course was actually recommeuded by Mr. Molouy, the Madras Ceusos 
Superintendent, in 1911. It is a matter for regret that statistics relating to the 
predominant caste m Coorg, vist,, Coorga, has had to be pronounced inaccurate 
owing to mixing up the figures relating to Kodaga^, Amma Kodagas and Jatna 
Kodagas referred to in detail in Chapter XI of the Census Eoport' of 1011. An 
attempt was made to rectify the blonder by reference to the Coosus Superintend¬ 
ent, Madras, but without avail, as the enumeration schednles were reported to 
have been destroyer!. Similar errors on a minor scale were notioed in regard to 
tlio Ganda community of whom more than 1,000 persons were for the first time 
found to have been classed os animists. The atatistios for Brahmans have swelled 
to an UDprecedented and inconceivable extent when compared ivith Inal census 
figures. In theae circamstances the Census Superintendent, Madras, had to 
cancel Imperial Table XIV relating to civil condition by age for selected castes. 
Thus an opportunity to gauge the civil condition of the main castes in Coorg was 
lost. In this connexion it must be remarked that it would hnve been quite 
possible to set right this fatal defect, if the abalmotton office had been located in 
the province. Of course, it was a question of fnuds and taking tho small area of 
the country into conBidemtion, It may not be desirable to set up a costly abstrac¬ 
tion office in Coorg. But the fnct remains that, with all the advaiitagee of local 
knowledge, the officer entrusted with the task of preparing tho report will be 
considerably handicapped if the figures on which he has to base his conclusions 
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turn out to be unrelUble through the bUmaer 

vifor* or tl.e staff of tlio abstrnotlon otiiee. Now thut thelog.caI atop oj g^idg he 
census report written by ft local officer has b^u taken, it Beems eesential that the 
question of ensuring the accuracy of the statistics at least for the future 
tecklea. It is tlierefore anggested that an estimate should be 
necesaarv for setting up a separate abstraction office in Coorg. ’jf®

4, Aw for the census o]>era,tioiiB iu (Joorg, the method adopted was the same 
as in 1911 und worked aaLisfftctorily. The coantry was divided into fleven 

two of them being the two raunieipftlilus m chargo of the President, J 

Muoicipalitv, and the Munsif of Virarajendrapot, and the remmnmg hve m char^ge 
of the five Siibedars. The total number of circles was 127 which were fuither 
dividcrl into !,‘lfill blocks* ^ 

5. The house numbering was commenced iu June 1020 and endiw about the 
I5th inlv The gteliminary coasiis was conducted on 1st Fobrusiry 19^1 in vunU 
areas and on l&th February in the towns. The final census was taken on the 
niffht of the ISth March. On the lOth morning, the supervisors usHembled at the 
headquarters of each taluk and prepared ^i© taluk totals foi- IranBmiSBion to the 
district office at xMorcftni, The district office worked up the taluk totols and ^le- 
irmphod them tc the Census Gommiasioner with the Govern ment of India imd to 
S.e^Madras Ceusus Superiutonilent on 2‘2ni! March 1921. IMm difference between 
the preliminarv figures and the final figures shows that the former wi<! m 

of the actual figure only by b21. The Forest Cepartmonl cu^djwted the prehmi- 
oarv as well as the final ceususof the jungle tribes on the Ist March and the 18th 
March 1921, respectively, without experiencing any difficulty. The industrial 
census was lakou on the lOlh March. 

6 Coorg was singulurly free from the non-co-operation agitation and the 
people at large rendered all the help they could in facilitaibg the work of the 
census staff, tJne solitary instance of obatrijcttoii w .^3 reported from Morcara tal iik 
where the enumemtor was refused facilitieB to appmach a house by an e^te 
writer. He was also alleged to have refneed to answer questions put to him. 
The man was dcnlt with in the criminal court under sections 7 and 8 of the Oensus 
Act and lined Rs. lO. This action on the part of the accused was said to have 
been du« to private nialico, 

7, Mr. Hilton Brown, LG,.S., Fir^t Assistant Commissioner of Coorg, waa 
throughout ia charge of the censns operations in Coorg. 
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CHAPTKR I.-^DlSTlllHUTION AHD MOVEMENT OF THE 

POPT7LATION. 

Thr area ot tK© pmrince ia 1,632 square miles. The bouadaiy of the prerbco 
did aot undergo any ohattge during the decade but the areas^ of four taluhs were 
readjusted in 1916' when certain rcrenue circles were abolished for administrsUvo 
reasons. The variations in tlie areas and population of taluks are given below :— 
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Another change inaugurated in the oonrse of the decade was the clubbing of 
the many small villages is 191ti, resulliug in tke reduction of the number of 
villages from 495 to 377. 

2« The term population *’ as i:ise<l in tliis report exclusively refers to persous 
enumerated on the IStb Mardi 1921, There is iio question of de jftrt' population 
forOoopg. The population as returned at the 1921 censns is ld3,S38—a decrease 
of It,138 from the hgui'e for 1911. The lalukwar area and population are given 
in Provinoial Table I. The variation in population an compared with 1911 shows 
that Yedenalknad taluk has sustained the greatest loss. Nanjarajpatua tatnk 
comes next. This decrease has not, even in the main, any bearing on the resident 
popnlatiun. This will be apparent from a comparison of the Sgures shown in 
Subsidiary Tables 1 (^) and (6) attached to Chapter III which makes it clear that 
the decrease iu the population of the province is almost wholly due to the decrease 
in the number of persons bom outside but ennmerated in Cooi^. So far as local 
conditions go, the contraction in the area under coffee to the extent of 2,363 
acres in the conrse of the decade greatly diminished the need for immigrant 
labintr. Increased demand for labour created witliin the planting districts of the 
Mysore State and the Madras Presidency in the later years of the decade boa also 
contributed towards restriction in the supply of labour to Coorg. On the whole, 
there is no reason to doubt the neenmey of the entimeration, 

3. The density of the populatinn in 1921 is 104 per square mile against 111 
iu 1911. If the 600 square miles of forests are excluded, the density comes to 
about 167. Subsidiary Table I gives the mean density in oultiTatod area and also 
details regarding cultivated an-a, water-supply and Crops. Subsidiary Table 2 
sUoivs area »nd population of taluks classiTied according to <lcnsity. The varia¬ 
tion in population in Coorg, as a ruio, has very little to do with the natural 
popnlation. U almost invariably hinges upon the fluctnntions of the coffee 
industry which is mainly depeadent upon immigrant labour. This fact in wull 
illustrated iu the figure’s given lu Imperial Table 11. It does not, however, follow 
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from this thiit resideat population ia stationary, I’bis matter haa been dealt with 
at length in paragraph 6 below, 

4. The country le mainly agricultural in its nature. The only industry worth 
mentioning is coffee, l^ere are also a few rubber plautatieus, a tea garden and 
an agave plautation. Coffee is now worked only bj blnropeans and a handful of 
well-to-do Indian pkmtera, Tlie elitninatiun of the small planters without much 
capital which commenced ae fur back as IDOI continued to the present decade. 
Owing to the outbreak of war and consequent rise in the wages of coolies on 
account of the rise in cost of living, even the best equipped planters found it hanl 
to tide ovt r their difficulties in 1918 and applied for and got State help. At the 
time of taking the census, there was no sign of decrease in the large Cost of 
management. 

5, As regards the main section of the population engaged in agricultui'nl 
pursuits, those who were ruined by speculation in coffee encrgeticallj' took to rice 
cultivation, increasing the area under rice by 2,B$S acres. The rise in the prices 
of accessaries siaoe the oulbroak ot war caused them a certain amoiiat of distress. 
But the splendid prices which paddy fetched in Malabar and Mysose markets 
enabled them to make both ends meet. At the same time the recruilmont of 
about 800 men for the Coorg Hegimcnt from among the poor middle class })eople 
brought In a great deal of monetary relief to their families. Another note wormy 
feature is that at no time was there any fear of feimitie intruding its unwelcome 
presence into the country. The rainfall was ample, although erratic in some 
years, and there was, throughout the whole decade, a considerable amount of 
surplus grain available for export to the adjoining districts, 

6, The foregoing remarks point to a certain amount of agricultural pros¬ 
perity, but the same could nob be said of public lienllh. As elsewhere in India, 
influenza appeared in Coorg in a virttlenb form in 1918. Its effects in the 
succeeding years were such that within three years commencing from 1918, 
according to ofEcial figures, some 13,000 people became a prey to " fever,’* under 
which head deaths from influenKa were returned. There is no doubt that the 
distress which people had to undergo in one form or other since the outbreak of 
the war, coupled with the induonsta outbreak at tlie end of the decade, greatly 
affected the birth-rate, with the result that we find the incidence of birtba and 
deaths during the decade almost leaving the natural population in a stationary 
condition. Tliere is some reason to bobeve that but for ilie havoc wrought by 
infliionza, there wonld have been an appreciable increase in the natural population 
of iho coufitrj’. As it is, the natural population ennmerated in Coorg ahowg an 
increase of only 400 over last census figures. 

7. The vital statisiics are recorded in nad offices in rural areas and by the 
two municipalities in urijan areas, According to the figures given in Subsidiary 
Table 3, the numlier of deaths exceeds the number of births by 13,638, Owing 
to the presenco of a largo number of immigniiit popiilarlon, it i.s impossible to 
gauge the exact incidence of births and deaths exclusively relating to the indi¬ 
genous population. The fact remains that the natural populuticn bom and 
enumerated in the country is only 460 in excess of the 19JI populntiou. It may 
be mentioned here that the minuis figure of 573 given in Subaidiary Table 3 is 
arrived at by taking into consideration the Datiirnl ^Kipulatioa enumerated both 
in and outside Coorg. The excess in tiio EUirnbet‘ of deaths cannot by any means 
be wholly attributeii to the flo.iting population although they must have suffered 
heavily from the rigours of the climatic conditions. The only plausible exphiTia- 
tion of this anomaly seems to consist in the omission to record a great namber of 
births, which ia quite possible in the case of large numbers of Yeravas and others 
residing in forests as also in remote villages owing to the iiOu-realiKaLion of the 
importance of vital statistics by patels, tlie majority of whom, in Coorg at any 
rate, are extremely ill-equipped for the purpose. No artificial methods are 
resorted to for keeing down the population. On the other hand, the mentality of 
the people at large is to have ns many children as possible in entire disregard of 
the economic aspect of the question. 
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8. The movemeDt of the |>opttlatioti. is aU iu the direction of absorbing 
06 many iromigTODU aa posaible of the tabouring classes,^ as the coffee industry 
and epen the agriculturut prosperity of the country is bound up with the 
labour ttiat can be made available^ 'I'lie natural population is averse from 
migration except to a limited extent for purposes of education. It seldom seeks 
service elsewhere. It is interesting to note that whereas 8,854 persona born in 
Coorg were enumerated outside in 1911, only 2,8z5 were found to have been so 
entimerated in the present census. The immigrant population mainly consists of 
people from South Kanara, Mysore and Malabar, the majority of wbom are 
labonrers. Owing to the increased demand for their services in their own districts 
and elsewhere in Mysore and Madras, it seems to be a matter of doubt whether 
even the present supply can bo counted upon in the decade to come. 

9. Imperial Table I gives the number of occupied bouses in the province and Occayice 

the Provincial Table I similar details for each taltik. ho®*** 

A “ hense was defined to mean dwelling placu of one or more families 
with their resldenti servants, haviog a sep;irate principal entrance from the 
common way.” This interpretation has been in vogue for some decades in Coorg 
and the enumerators bad no difficulty in following the instructions. The number 
of ocOQpied houses has gone down by 2,848 since 1911, the decrease in the urban 
area being 482. The decrease ia mainly due to tlie reduction iti the miraber of 
the immigrant population. Subsidiary Table 4 shows the house room, density 
(Uid variation in population since 1881. The average number of houses per 
square mile is 20 as compared with 21 in 1911, but there is no ohange in the 
average number (5) of inmates of each house. The joint family system which 
was in vogue among the indigenous population only three or four decades ago has 
practically disappeared giving room for individualistic expansion* This can by 
no means be considered as an umnixed blessing. As a rule only a few members 
of the family prove to be energetic enough to carve out their destinies by self* 
e%ertIon ; the rest find it difficult to make both ends meet as, idthough family 
property is legally indivisible and in alienable owing to the peeuliar land tenures 
such as jamat vinfdi^ eto,, prevailing in the country, each imlividnal member of the 
family is entitled to get what is termed a maintenance share of the property, 
which will ni'cessarily bo small in the majority of cases. The javttt tenure implies 
payment of half the normal a.ssessment leviablo on land, the other moiety being 
remitted on account of the liability of holders to be called upon for inUItary 
eoi'vice to the iState- 

10. The presauro of population on the means of stibaistoiico available is not Preww ^ 
fluch as to cause any anxiety. The staple food of the country is rioe. The p*^’' ** 
outturn IB considerably more’than is necessary for local consumption and a largo 
portion is exported at considerable profit. The standard of living is comparatively 

high among the Coorgs who are predominant in every w'alk of life in the country. 

The wcll-tO'do among them are well ednoated and to some extent follow European 
methods of living, llie rest of iho population, notably, Gaudas, are also following 
suit in the matter of a higher standard of comfort. The labourers, owing to a 
considerable increase in their wages, havo aL^o advanced their standard of living. 

The need for the introduction of intensive methods of cultivation is felt and steps 
are being taken to organise an Agricultural department on approved lines. 
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CBAPTfiR 11.—POPULATION OF CITIKS, TO^VNS AND VILLAGES. 

laipKitiAL Tftble I particulars of urban and niral papiiktioi^ Imperial 

Table III allows towns and villagt s claaailied by population. Imperial Table IV 
gives the list of towns classified by population wLtli the vtirialiocB since lb7l, and 
Imperial Table V shows the town popuintion clafisiGud by religion. At t^e end of 
this chapter there are three Suhsidiarj* Tables (1) showing the distribution of the 
population between towns and villages, (2) the number piT iwi//c of town popula¬ 
tion by main religions ami (S) the towms elassllied by po|udation. 

2. There are only two towns and 377 villages. Mercara ivith ♦ population 
of 5,C7o against 6,269 of 1911 w the only town in the province which answers the 
definition of the town, vis., " a place inhabited bj not less than 6,060 persons.'’ 
The other toivn, Virarajendrapat, which has n populatiou of 3,1 lifi against 3,712 
of loll baa been specially classed as a town on ncronnt of its being a centre of 
trade and also a mnnicipHlity. The population iu both the nuiaicipalith'S has 
been gradually going down stnco 1681 and the remark made in paragraph 6, 
Chapter 1. of the 19! 1 Census rojjort to I he effect that Mercara had added 
con eiders bly to its population is opposed, to facta. The decrease in the popula¬ 
tion seems to bo mainly due to the decri-aso in the number of potty tradoi^ uud 
their followera and has lasen brought about by the gradual rGdumton in the 
volume of trade a-s a result of the slump in the coffiM* trade. The percentage of 
reduction in the total urban population during the fo or decadea ending 1921 is 
shown tf> bo 31*8 (Subsidiary T’ablo 3). Siibsi-Fiai y Tahiti 2 shows a substantial 
decrease among the .lain and MnKilman population as worked out per viilte, the 
figures being 203 and 177 against 670 and 206. The Parsis are nhogether 
otiini hated from this year's census, as the only family in Coorg is reported to have 
been absent from Coorg on the day of final oniimeraiion. 'I'he great differenco 
among .Fains is not of much importance as actual figures show that there were 
only 65 .lains in 1911 and 11 sn 1921. 

3. The sex proportion among the urban popiiliition indicates a great pre¬ 
ponderance of males over females. This is due to the fact many traders from 
outside mainly among Mn 9 n]mati.s such a.-. Ilhaikallis, Mapfiillitfl. etc., are tint in 
the habit of bringing their womenkind to Coorg. Tiiia ia evident from the faot 
that while the provincial nvemge of feHndes [wr 1,000 males is 831, that for 
Mercara stands at 713 and for Vimrajeiidrapet at 610. 

4. Tho Yillago statistics show that there has been a reduction of 116 vilinges 
as compared with the number of villages at tho time of taking census in 1911, vi»,, 
403. This is dn e to the cl ubbing of stnal ler unit a for at I mi nistrati ve purposes, The 
term “ village ” is merely a revenue expression of the adrainUtraiivo unit. Except 
ilm viliuges of Naujarajpatna taluk, tb 'ae in other )>arts of Coorg consist of 
isolated homesteads close to the wet and forest land owned by each family. Those 
of Nanjarajpatna taluk represent a cluster of houses tike those of Myaoi e. The 
only striking difference to he observed in Imperial Table IH ia the elimiimiton of 
three villages from the class having a population between 2,000 to 5,000. Two 
of these are Hosiiru and Ulugnli. These are plantation villages gi^ng shelter to 
a large number of labour popnhttion itnd muat have suffered in the general 
decrease of labour thronghout Coorg. 'I'he other one is Chowillu village. Her© 
tho difference is only apparent and was brought about by the splitting of the 
population between Cbowdlu village proper and Somwarpet Notifi^ Area which 
had been combined during the last census (See Village 6tittenicnt for Nanjaraj- 
patim talukJ.

5. Subsidiary Table I places tbe average {population per village at 411^ 
while it was only dSo in ]91j. This of course is due to the combining of a 
number of smaller units as noted above* As regards the density of the village 
population, it is generally the case that most of the Kanjarnjpatna taluk villages 
bordering on reserve forests and a few South Coorg villages bordering on hilly 
portions of the country are sparsely populated whereas villages situated in the 
plains and around trading, taluk and nad centres with road communications are 
generally more dens^y populated. 

6. The distribution of population between towns and villages is 54 and 946 
per mille against 6? and 943 in 1911, There has been no great tendency to 
migrate into towns except by a few for Govern meat service or lor business, 
bemuse there are no industries worth the name to attract the people from rural 
areas in large numbers. 
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TfUn statis^tlc^ relfttiD^ to tba birth*plftc<? of th© poptilatlon 4t& to b© fouiid in 
Imperial Table XL The Subsidiary Table I ia two parts gWeii at tbe end of the 
chapter ghowa Tariationa in the aataral and actual populatioa between 192 L and 
1911. 


2. The main indigenona population of the country oomprbing Coo^a, V eravAa, 
Kiirnbas, Holeyaa, etc., have got no social and marital relationship with any class 
of people beyotid the province, Consequontly no migration is possible on an 
appreodble scale. The few among the higher classes who migrate do so with a 
view to Bctjure higher *:dncation in the colleges of Madras and Mysore, Very few 
people are in employment elsewhere. A comparison of the figures for 192! and 
1911 (2,825 and 3,Bo8) relating to the number of persona bom in Ooorg and 
enomerated elsewhere bears testimony to this fact. In view of these Facts,, prac¬ 
tically no materials are available to discQSS the (juestion of migration from the 
various standjioints Tnenrionod by the Census CommisBioner in hi a notes Iwaring 
on this chapter. St is also worthy of note here that os a rule families among the 
main eagles in Coorg do not even inigi'ate from one part of the country to another 
even for the betterment of their own material conditions. The inalienable 
character of their holdings which were more than sufficient for their simple needs 
under the joint family system, seems to have developed a strong home-loving 
instinct. The people have not ^en able so far to outgrow this habit in spite of 
the practical disappearance of the joint family system and the rise in the stand^ 
of living. As regards immigrants, however, it may be remarked that the majority 
belong to the labour olngges and only a few to the trading olasses. The labonrers 
can be classed as periodical inmiigmDts aod the latter) BhatkalUsj Mappillas and 
others, as semi-permanent immigrants. 

3. The total number of immigrants enumerated in Coo^ is 33,937 of whom 
South Kanara acconnte for 11*724, Malabar 9,391 and Mysore State 10,544. The 
remaining 2,203 ace from noii-contigiiong territories. A pernsal of Subsidiary 
Table 1 (n) and (A) makes it clear that there hsis been a fall of 11,598 among 
those born outside but enumerated In Coorg, This decrea.se is mainly due to the 
redaction in the number of labourers who u«ed to visit the country as a result of 
the gradual conti'action in the coffee area ever since 1911—1912. There is also 
reason to believe that developments nearer the homes of the labourers induced an 
appreciable number of persous to stay away from Coorg which needs more than 
the available .supply of Labour. 


4. There liaa lieeti a slight decrease among persona claiming European 
countries as their birth-place, tJic figure for 1921 being 83 agriinst 95 of 1911. 
This deficit does not signify much ns the main deficit was brought about by the 
eliminAtion of seven poraons claiming Genoany and Switzerland as their birth 

place in the previous cengna. The

5, A comparison of the figures representing immigranta and emignints showa 
a net gam of 31,113 persons to the province against 41,677 in 1911. 
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CHAPTER IV.—BBLIGION, 

IsirEHUi, Table VI duals iritlx the geoeral rthtfibatiou ef the population by 
religion and ProTiuoiai Table II with diatribution of the population and their 
religion by talnke. The three aubaidiary tablea give in formation relating to 
(1) general distribution of population by religion, (2) the u a mb or and variation in 
the Obristlan population since 1381 and (3) religtona of nrbiii and rural 
population. 

2. The enumerators were iuiftrucled to enter tho religion^ mentioned by the 
people without question and no particular instructions were given as regards the 
significance of the term beyond its ordinary meaning, dubaidiary Table t 
compares tho genera! distribution of the popnlatiun by religion since 18&1 in 
pi-opurtions of 10,000. Except Animistic and Jain in whoso case the gain is 
roapeotivuly 7*8 and 108-2 per cent over the 1911 figures, all other communities 
record a decrease over last census figures. The increase among Anlmists seems to 
have been due to the wrong onumeratton of 1,162 Gnudas and 60 Uoleyas who 
are Hindus, as Animists. It is however satisfactory to note that the anomaly 
noticed in the last census report of a number of Yeravas having been shown fis 
Hindus has been substantially avoided this time. The inci'ease among the Jnuia 
is obvioualy due to the accuracy of the enumeration made this time. 

3, Hinduism is commonly underatoofl in the sense of the definition given in 
previous census reports. There is therefore no necessity to make further comment 
on the matter except to state that any form of religious practice not foreign to the 
Hindu system is generally considered to be included in the term Hinduism. 'The 
Hindu religion shows, as usual, the largest following (126,697 against 138,922 
of 19111, the decrease recorded in this census being obviously attributMible to the 
decrease in the iiiimigrant population who are almost wholly Hindus. 

‘t. There is a alight decreiiae noticeable among MusalniiinB, the figures being 
1.'!,0S1 against 13,i-iiJ of 1911. This needs no comment 

f), The Christian population has again suffered a diminution in numbers, the 
actual decrease as compared with 1911 being 3"1. If the figure for 1881 is 
taken into eonsidoratiou, the net inci'ease is only 1 per cent. Imperial Tebie X\' 
gjves tho distribution of the Christian population by sect and race. The total 
Indian ChriBiian population is 2,979 against 3,208 in tho previous oenanfl, of 
whom 2,726 am returned aa Roman CathoUcs, 45 as Lutheran and 191 as 
Methodists respectively against 2,830, 347 and 10 iu the pretions decade. While 
there is an abnormal docmase among Lutherans in 1921, the gain among 
Methoilists is equally striking. The loss among Lutherans indicates the 
cessation of the activities of the Jiasel Mission Church since the outbreak of 
the war. The figures for Ohristiaos on the whole do not indicate any progress 
in proBolytUing. 

(i. Subsidiary Table 3 dvea distribution of urban and rural population by 
religion in proportious of 10,000. A comparison with similar figures for 1911 
shows that while Hindus have gained somewhat in the urban area, thay have 
lost in the rural area; on the other hand Musaltnacta have lost in the urban 
area but gatued in the rural area. Christians have lost both in urban and rural 
areas. 
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CHAPTER V.—AGE. 

lMr£KUL Tablo VII gives {ietails regarding the age distribution of the population 
and the nine substdtarv tables appeoded to this chapter show the important 
features thereof. 

2. At the outset it mav ba mentioned that Goorg is no esception to the 
vagaries of the populace at large in the matter of either understating or over> 
stating the age as it suits the youth or the aged. The ages given by the majority 
of the people are at heat gueas work. Another feature worth mentiouing us the 
presence of a considerable number of able-bodied labemr population in tho prime 
of life wliich naturally |>ermitB of no aocurate inferences being drawn as regards 
the resident population. Broadly speaking the hgnres for the l-i—tO age period 
are affected bj' these immigrant^. Tho overwhelming majority of these being 
mules, the female jiopulation may be said not to l>e affected in a similar degree. 

S. The statistics under ‘^all religions” given in Imperial Table VII show 
that the total for the U-5 period is the greatest as it should be. Then follows 
a downward course more or less on a graduated scale until we reach the 2(1-25- 
poriod. Thereafter a marked rise in tlie male population is to be observed. 
Next the 40-45 period shows a fall. Only 70 and over is better by 122 than 
the 1911 cetiBUB figures. The figures for females are generally in excess of mnlea 
up to the 4th year period in all censuses. This ascendancy is again obaervabla 
in periods of life beyond tiO. 

4. A perusal of Subsidiary I'able 3 shows that the proportion of children 
under 10 to 100 persons aged 15-40 has iucrea.scd by 6*0 over last censos Ognres 
and that the increase in comparison with 100 married Eemalea ha^ been 15'4'. 
The proportion of persons over 50 per IQO persona aged 15-40 has gone up by 
12'2 among mnlea and 13*3 among Irmoles and that of married women jier 100 
females of all ages has gone down by 1*1. The following statement is designed 
to show the fortunes of persons placed in the various groups from the census of 
.19(11 onwards;— 
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Persons placed in the 0-5 group in 1901 have, when placed in group 10-15 
of ion, gained 655 males and lost B72 females. The gain in mules aeems to be 
due to tho influx of Iramigranta and petty traders of the 10-15 ngo period. 
Similar comparison between 1911 nnd 1921 shows n loss of 254 males and 1,375 
females. .4gain when persons in the 10-15 group of 1901 are placed In the 
20-25 group of 1911 the decrease In males is 851 and in females 1,750, A 
simitar compariaoD between 1911 and 1921 shows a loss e{ 1,270 males and 1,435 
femiiles. Persons in the 20-25 group of 1901, when placetl in tlie 30-35 
group of 1911, show a decrease of 795 males and 2,002 females. A simitar 
comparison between 1911 and 1921 shows a decrease of 2,328 males and 2,li 12 
females. It will be seen that tlia mortality among males and females in the prime 
of life in 1921 baa been very great. Subsidiary Table 4 records a decrease of 
ll'l per cent under the 15-40 age which is the highest on record since 1891, 

5. Subsidiary Tables 5 and 6 givo details of the birth and death raves per 
mille during the decade, The year 1917 records the highest birth rate and the 
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lowest denth rate during the decade. The period colored by 1018—1028 is 
considered to be the inSuenKa period for Coorg and this belief is amply jnstiiied 
by the birth and death rates during that period. The year 1020 shows the loiTeet 
birth rate and the highest death rate. Subsidiary Table 7 shows the death rate 
atnong the females to be predominant in the reproductive age (15-10). The 
infant mortality for the period under I year*’ although great, shows improve* 
ment over the 1011 Sgures. Subsidiary Table 8 recoixis an abnormal number of 
deaths due to fever*’ in 1920, 

0. The mean age stands at 25 for males and 24 for females which were the 
same for 1011 and shows that en the whole there is no cause for anxiety as 
regards the fecundity of the population in spite of the havoc wrought by inSnensa. 
It is a misfortune that this could not be illustrated by reference to age disiribu* 
tion among the main castea in Coorg owing to the hopeless inacenracy of the 
Bgnres given in Imperial Table XIV as has already been observed in tbo 
introductory chapter 

7. Subsidiary Table 2 gives age distribution of 10,000 of each sex among 
Hindns, Mahammadans and Dhristinns during the four cenaunea (1581—1921). 
Hindus under the age periods 0-5 and 5-10 show substantial progress over the 
1911 figures. The same is the case with Christians. Muhammadans show an 
increase under the 8^5 period and a decrease under the 5-18 period.

Table I deals erith the dlstributtOB of population bv sex and Proeinoial 
I'able I by taluks. Subsidioiy Table 1 gives information relating to the 
number of femolea for l/lOO males at di(Ter«ot age periods by religions at each of 
the last four oensuses. Subsidiary Table 2 exhibits the actual nnmber of births 
and deaths reported since iSOi and table 3 the number of deaths of each sex at 
different age periods. 

2. Oqi of 133,8 )8 persons enumerated in Ooorg, 89,501 wore males and 
71,337 females, the excess of the former over the latter being 15,164. This gives 
a proportion of 831 females to 1,000 males. The proportion was 799 in 1911. 
The disparity between tho two censuses is mainly to be tinted for by the drop 
in the comber of immigrant.s in 1921. Eliminating the immig^nt population as 
cUssiBed in Subsidiary Table 1 (a and 5) attached to Chapter III, wo find that the 
sex proportion of the pepole bom in Coorg gives a ratio of 960 females to 1,000 

which is the same as the alUIndia average. Coorg is no exception to the 
general rule of high mortality among males in the infant stage si chough generally 
spoakiug the evils of early ranrriage do not affect the indigenous Coorg population 
who celebrate post-pnberty marriages. The preponderance of females over males 
continnes up to the 10 age, the figures for Hindus, Mnsalmans and Christians, 
respectively, per 1,000 males being 1,037, 991 and 1,000. At the O-SO period the 
proportion stands at 923, 608 and 942, respectively, and at “ 80 nnd over ’* 749,485 
and 690 (Subsidiary Table 1). 

3. l^e sex proportion in Hercara and Virarajendrapet stands at 713 and 
610 per 1,000 males. This great disparity is due to the trading classes such as 
Bbatkallis and ^lappillas who leave their a'omeu kind in their native places. 

4. An analysis of the lainkwar figures shows that Mercara and Yedenalknad 
have the lowest proportion of females, the figures being 711 and 745 per 1,000 
males. This is apparently due to the faot that the greatest number of the float- 
Log population is engaged in these two taluks where the coffee area is the largest. 
They are also the greatest trade centres. 

5. A comparisoQ of the vital statistics (Sabaidiary Table 2) shows the number 
of female births per 1,000 male births in I9ll<—1920 to be 961 and number of 
female deaths per 1,000 male deaths to he 867 against 986 and 818 in 1901—1910. 
Snbsidiarj Table 8 .^ves the death of each sex at different ages; the period of 
20-80 records the death of females at 1,040 againat 1,000 male deaths. 
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CHAPTKR VI1.—CIVIL CONDITION. 


SxATiBTias relating to the civil condition are to be found in Imperial Table VIL 
Further analyaie of these figures is made in the three subsidiary tables appended * " * * ” 
to this chapter, 

2. The cnumemtoTs were instructed to record without question the answerB 
jinvOD by the parties concerned as to wliether they were married, unmarried or 
widowed. Divorcees were told to be trcateii as widowed. The word “ marriage ** 
as applied to Coorg sigoifies a contract between two p^irties to fulfil Ms 
or her part in life, as the main classes follow jiDst-puberty inarrisgo. With 
regard to Brahmans and a few minor communities including a section of 
Musaltnans, the term signiEea a contract between two children to live as husband 
and wife when they attain majority aud if one of the party dies even before con¬ 
summation of the marriage the surviving party is classed a# widowed. The 
tendency during the cleoade has, however, clearly been towanis raising the mar¬ 
riageable age among those who nro nccustoraed to perform pre-puberty and also 
among those who perform post-puberty marriages. 


3. The total population of 168,838 persons is claeaified into 63,uumYricd^, issi^mi 
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62,739 married and 17,155 widowed 
persons. The marginal figures show 
the variaifon among the on married, 
married and widowed as distributed 
per mille of malee and females of all ages 
and religions during the past five cen* 
siises. Tile proportion of unmairied, 
married and widowed femaloa per 1,000

5. With regard to child marriage wo find that 78 persona have been returned cww 
ms married at the 0—5 age peried against 22 in 1911. The first impreesion •*"*•*♦ 
upon one's mind is that the evil has increased in the present decade. The fact, 
however, is that at no previous censns has an attempt been mode to explain the 
existence of child marriages in a province which is noted for its tendency towards 
adult marriage. Nop are the main castes in the country reaponsiblo for this 
peculiarity. There is a community known as Kumbaraa (potters). Tills is a poor 
community mainly finding its livelihood by selling earthen pots or by hiring itself 
ae farm labourers. They find it a grievous burden to incur any special expendi¬ 
ture on marriages and other ceremonies, especially as they cannot perform them 
withont the presence of their apintual head who is known as Dasa. They have 
therefore hit upon the plan of celebrating marriages at the least possible cost and 
in conformity with caato principles. What happens is this: Whenover the Dasa 
visits Coorg on his peripatetic tours, which do not generally occur at statetl 
intervals, opportunity is taken by the comiuimitv to arrange for a subscrip¬ 
tion dinner m his honour when all the available children are brought together and 
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coupled off according to tU? iDclination of their pareuta under the itpiritual 
sanction of the Uaaa. Thia accounts for the figures noted above so far as can be 
gathered. Such marriages rarely occur among the LingsTats. It is necessary to 
mint out here that the return of persona married in the 0-l» period among 
Gaudas, Kodagas, etc., in 1911 is certainly erroneous as such occurrences are 
reported to be absolutely unknowti among tbeee communities. 

C. The figures regarding child widows show similar disparity wheti^omp^ed 
with last census figui'es, the same being 13 and 3 respectively for 1921 and 1911, 
These figures need no explanation in the light of the remarks made in the case of 
child marriages. It may, however, be stated that widow marriage Is permissible 
among these people and doubtless the widowed will be accommodated in due 
course. 


7. A reference to Subsidiary 'I’ablo 2 will show that Coorg follows the

4- Provincial Table 11 gives talukwar figures of literacy. A comparison of 
the fig tires with those of the last census shows that errors have crept into the tabu¬ 
lation of talukwar figures for 1921, u.g., the number of literate mnles and females 
under 0-1 & for Mercara is given as 323 and 111 against 366 and 145 which seems 
to be absurd as it is ascertained that the schools were not closed for the vacation 
on the date of census and that there can bo no reason for decrease under this head 
in the taluk when the enormous progr^-es in the educational ncti vities in the country 
during the decade under report is taken into consideration. Next we find the 
most backwanl taluk in Coorg, viz., Nftujarajpsiinn, crcilitod with 1,056 nmles and 
259 fermales literate in Englisb as compared with 163 males and 6 females in 1911. 
For these reasons the ligurt«i do not admit of any useful comparison.

Among Aiiitnists 
wo find 130 males and 11 femalea returno'l as Jitemte against 8 males and 1 
female in 1911, which, if true, would be a remarkable neWroment on the part 
of the Cfimmnnlty, but unfortHUntely tbo inclusion of a number of GAnda.s among 
Animists scouts the iii'C of such progress among the Atumists. Among the 
higher classes, tint figure for Idngayat females is almost thrice that of tho 
provtons decade. Among GniidiW the progress ia very gratifying since 2,138 
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(Dales and 324 famaiea are returiiMl agaitist 1,080 and 58 of 1911. Taking all 
fuctora into couaideration the figures show the heon desire evinced on the [»arl 
of all communities to educate their childj'en. The Oorernment assistance 
rendered in this direction is embodied in tjiubsidiary Table 5 which gives details 
of oducationai institutions and of pupils undergoing instmctien.

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CHAPTER IX.—LANGUAGE. 

The Isdgua^s corrent in Cuor^ Arc descriliGd in Impotidt Tablo X. The 
Subsidiary Table attached to this chapter shows the diairibution of total 
population by langunge according to the lingnistio survey. 

2. The langnages peculiar to Coorg are Kodagn and Yerava. Both these 
languages show a decrease in the number of people speaking them as compared 
with the 1911 censQB, but they are slightly better than the figures for 1901. 
The decrease in the Yerava l^gnuge is to be accounted for by the decrease 
among the Yerava population. As regards Kodagu, the fact that it is spoken 
by a number of other communities in Coorg such as Heggades, GoUaStKem^tiis, 
etc., makes it difficult to say with any degree of certainty that it is due to the 
decrease among Xodagas, specially as the statistics for Coorgs as analysed are 
inaccurate owdng to the inclusion of Jcttna Vakkaligas and others. 

3. Among the laognages in the Dravidiau group, we notice a decrease in 
the number speaking Tidu, Itlalayfilam and Tamil which is obviously due to the 
decrease in the number of immigrants of this class. There is, however, a slight 
increase in the Hindustani and Kauurese speaking people. 

4. The figures relating to languages foreign to India show a further fall 
as compared with 1911. Tlie figure relating to PortugueBe shows similar 
disparity as in 1511 and obviously the e^splanation given in 1911 most fMtuatty 
hold good this time also. 
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CHAPTEB X.—INFIRMITIES. 

StA'nsTic^S relftting to this chapter are to be found in Imperial Tables Xll and 
XII-A* Subaidiaiy Table 1 attached to this chapter doscriljea the tigiirofi in 
percentages. 

2. Clear instructions were isfluwi to the enumorators in the matter of making 
entrioB with regard to the people afflicted in various ways. There is, however, 
some reason to believe that some miaapprehension has operated^ in the case of 
the blind as shown below. 

3. The total nnmber of people siibjtKit to the various afllictioos concerned 
are 6fi males and 70 females aa compared with 108 males and 80 feniales in 1911. 
There is a very satisfactory decrease auicing the number of insaaes and deaf- 
mutes. In the case of the blind, it ia noticed that, while there is a decw'aso of 
4 among the males, there has been an abnormal increase of 10 among females 
over last ceiisus tigurss. There seems to be very little doubt that a fea* cases 
of dim perception owing to old age have been inadvertently returned as blind. 
Among the lepers, we find five females. This is the first instance and these 
cases are in all probability imported eases.

ocenpation in which case ho war instnicrcd to note it in colnmit (0. He was told 

that column 11 wiia intended to show 
persona absolutely incajiuble of adding a 
pie to the family bail got and consc- 
fjiiently etifirdy dependiug upon the 
persons shown in columns 9 and lO. 

The headings of those col a mils ate given 
in the margin. Clear instructions wore 
also issued in regard to wliat consti* 
toted main and enbsidiary occupations 
by impressing upon them the fact that the imrticiilar ocoupatioii whicli brought in the 
greatest income was the maiu oceopatiqo itnd the other subsidiary, ft ia however 
quite possible that some oarelessucsB has been manifestod here aud there, but on 
the w hole, the figures may be taken a.s approximately accurate. As the chissifi* 
cation of occopatious into groups and orders was done under the sopervisiou of the 
Madras Consud SiipBrintendeut, the Madras system, as described in Chapter XII— 

Part I, of the report for the Mndnis Presideney for 1921 has been followed in toto, 

2, The particulars obtninod according to the classificalion scheme adopted at SiiHHAr; of 
this census are tabulated in Imperial Tables XVTI to XIX, XXI and XXII. *•■«■«« 
Table XVII shows the aumber of persons supported by each occupation, Table 
XV HI Subsidiary occupation of africult.urists who are nctiial workers and Table 
XIX Subsidiary occupation of non-agriculturists. Talde XX was not compiled 
for Coorg as in Madr-ns. Table XXI gives details regarding occu patio dp of 
selected castes, tribes or races and Table XXH deals with indnsbrial statistics. 

The five subsidiary tables at the end of the chapter give an important aimlyais of 
tliR figures in the Imperial Tables. 

;j. The province is mainly agricultural. We find therefore 121,100 persons 
out of a total population of 163,638 living by ordinary oaltivation against 120,401 
out of 174,970 ill 1911. Next in order come the growers of social products such 
as coffee, tea, rubber, etc. They total 16,K'4 ^dnst, 22,292 in 1911. There has 
been an appreciable increase in the number of pei'sons engaged in Forestry as 
compared with the figures for 1911 (2,127 against 1,108). This is due to the 

re-orgaoization of the Forest 
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Department carried out during the 
decade and to the starting of a saw 
mill and tramway works under 
departmental management. A 
great decrtm.se is recorded in the 
figures relating to rent receivers 
(1,027 against 3,709 lo 1911). 
This may be due to the reversion 
of many of the original non-cu1ti> 
vating land owners to their here¬ 
ditary calling after the set buck in 
the coffee Inilnstry. This seems to 
be appai'ent from a rise in the 
number of cultivating laud owners 
noticeable )u the 1921 figures.'— 
Vide statement a in the margin. 
The differsnoe in tfa« female actual 
workers must be due to their 
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inadvertent inulasion among depend an ts« This seems to be the case beoanse wo 
find that while there ie a decrease of 2,738 persons among farm servants and 
field labourers Ironi the last census figures, there is an excess in the wet area of 
2,368 acres which must ncccBsarily require additional labonr. The conclusion 
therefore seems to be clear that many workers have been classed as depeadente« 

4. The number of ngrieulturists who have returned subsidiary occupations is 
considerably less than in 19U, It ia however satisfactory to note an increase in 
the number of carpenters and traders amon'^ oultiTatiog land owners, the figures 
being *J0 and 262 against 33 and 138 in IlUL 

The main industry in Coorg is coffee. Tt will be noticed that the number 
of eatablishments on a considerable scale returned this Census is 128 against of 
the last census. It is true that only estates employing 20 persons or more were 
taken into account at the time of the Inst census. But even making necessary 
allowance for this by deducting 5U establishments returned this time as employing 
below 20 persons each, the fact remains that there are still 143 establishments as 
coinporod with 94 of last census. It has been elsewhere noUeed that the tendency 
on the part of the people in this decade Is to abandon coffee cultivation owing to 
tlie disaster it indicted on smullcapitaUsbi. Statistics also show a decided decrease 
in the area under coffee. It is therefore clear that a mistake has been committed 
in classifying tho estates employing 20 or more persons either in this or in the last 
census. Five rubber estates, one tea atid one fibre garden have been brought to 
acoount during the decade. Uubber has been subject to many vicissitude and 
large extents of ceara have been abandgned. Ten is in an experimental stage but 
promisus well and agave fibre gives distinct hopii of success. The other three 
industries incntioiied arf'(1] Saw mill, (2) Sandalwood works and (3) Tramway 
works—all worked by GoveriiTnont, These do not call for any special comment. 

<>. .Subshliary Table 5 shows that the number of persons employed on the 
eiitotQS growing special produ«*ts is 13,2111 ag<iinst 16,812, ihs excess being due to 
the greater number of coffee, rubber and other estates brought to account. The 
decrom>e in tho total numWr of actual workers and dependants as compar4.*rI with 
1911 (14,398 against 22,U62) is of course due to the lesser number of Lminigrant 
1ab«>ur accounted for owing to slump in coffee and other cases mentioned 
elsewhere, 

7. Kubsidiary Table 4 gives details regarding the general distribution of per*’ 
sons tup]eyed. The total number of Europeans and Anglo-Indians employed on 
astiites is lOd malts and 4 females as compared with 47 male.>i in IDll. In the 
Ciise of Indians the figures are 373 males and 3 females against 138 malos anil 3 
females. There are 4o skilled workmen against 363 returned in the last census. 
It is tube presumed tbnl tho differiMtce is duo to an eiTor in the class t Heat ion of 
this class of men either at this or nb the last census. The nnmtmr of women em¬ 
ployed on iheae eatablishmeuts ia iti tho ratio of 104 per 1,000 adult men against 
490 in 1911. The proportion oFoliihlren per 1,000 adults of both sexesj .stnnda 
at 94 ngainst 109 iu 19U , 

8. Pari lit of Impeiial Table XXIl deals with the owmership of the factories 
concerned. Those ow ned by companies with 111uropcan Directors are 27 against ‘iT 
in 1911- Those owned by individual Eur<>peaiIS or Anglo-lnrUuna are 54 against 
36, fliiidua own 112, Miisalmaue 11 and Parsis 1. 

9. Part I V of tho Imperial Table XXI f gives particiilars of skilled workmen. 
Of the 60 persons, only 6 were born in the country. 

10. Part V of the table gives a clnBsification of unskilletl labourers according 
to caste or race Hud birth-place. Of 14,315 persons only 3,412 were returned as 
horn in Coorg. 

11- Part VI gives details of power employed. Mechanical poiver is nse<l in 
36 factories against 25 in 1911. T hu oil power machines were double those used 
in 1911. There were seven steam (jower mocliinea agaiustone in 1911. 

12. Growers of market gardens show a siibstantial increase over the figurea of 
1911, doubtless due to the profitable nature of the industry. 
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IS. Under iDdui^tries (Imperinl Table XVTl) there is In be noticed a decided 
deoreeso over the Idll figtiree. The matti reductions nre to be found under group 
No, 39. The docrense emong carpenters, turners, etc,, toeij he due to the reduc¬ 
tion in the number of the immigrant classes who uaed to ondertake bnilding works 
in the interior. The great decrease among basket makers has a direct bearing on 
the stagnation in the coffee industir which oscd to be supplied with an enormous 
number of baskets for planting needlingsand for other purposes. 

14. Order 12 has reference to food industries. Under rice pounders there is a 
decrease of 476 (lersons as compared with last census. This seetns to be due to the 
heavy rise in the market price of paddy which indncad producers to sell wholesale 
to traders, throwing this class of people out of employment. The great reduction 
in the number of toddy-drawers, vi^., 1,738 appears to be duo to the closing of a 
great many shops during the dt^cade and the steady iufliieuce of the temper aiice 
workers in iudncing people not to lease out their trees for tapping. 

15 Order 13 represents industries of dress and toilet. The general decrease 
under groups 77 to 81 indicates the decided drift of the population towards 
eoonoiny and thrift, 

16 In this section there is a noticeable decrease in the number of p*'raon8 
engaged on roads and bridges and on meohanically driven and other vehicles. 
Tliis is obvionsly due to the reduced ospenditure on Public Works since the out¬ 
break. of the war. 

17. There is a decrease of 413 persons under this heading which may b4:} due 
to the elimination of p^tty traders const'quent on the rise of prices of commodities. 
No comparison of the various items is ijos-sible owing to a difference in the method 
followed in grouping certsiu items from that followed in 1911. 

18. Group 161 records an increase of 218 persona over last ctmsus Sgnres* 
There has been an inexplicable decrease under group 164. The figure is certainly 
misleading iu view of the fact that there nre 377 villages with 365 patela in charge. 

19. There is a decrease onder group 167, and an increase under group 168. 
The former is due to the practical disappearunoe of the lictivilies of the Basel 
Mission Oliurch and the latter is due to faulty enumeration or classification. The 
lawyer clement has considerably decreased Medicine more than nmintains its 
previous ground. There is substantial ioorense among women roachors. 

20. The decrease in the number of tho iomatoe of jails is duo to the rule 
requiting persons geiitonced to over six months' imprisonment to be sent to Canna- 
non?, consequent on the reduotion of the atatus of the Morcara Jail to that of a 
sub-jail. The notable decrease among Imggars, vagrants, etc., is satisfactory. 

21. Subsidiary Table 3 gives details of statistics of main oocupatsoas {») by 
orders and (5) by gron|^>sas worked per ratio of 10,000 and also the variations 
between 1921 and 1911 . Sulwiduiry Table 2 gives details of postal employees. 

22. loiperial Table XXI refers to occupitions of selected castes, tribes, etc. 
This statoment cannot be usefully commented upon on account of the inaccuracy 
of the figures relating to the chief Oiistee in Coorg,
